Bf I remember correctly \jp\x are writing about Oswald* That is a 
pretty tricky subject, one on which a writer prizing a good reputation, 
may loose it* Particularly if he goes from most of what has been pub- 
lished* I-lost of what work I was able to do in New Orleans was on him 
and while I learned very much less than I'd hoped to leum, I did leam 
a little* 

I found that all I could check of what that former n arine mate of his 
told me when I wa3 in the radio station out there did check out and on 
returning ^ome and being able to check the testimony, every v/itness who 
the Commission questioned about Oswald' 3 work said it required at least a 
Secret clearance* T^e Commission liad two copies of the 3chrand inquest 
but to the best of uy knowledge did not use it in any way including by not 
asking any questions about it*
